A aaval officer would have been con- 


sidered as a fit subject for an insane 
asylum who In 18C9, the year of my 
entry into the service, had prophesied 
the creation in less than half a ceu 
tury of a. United States fleet of great 
seagoing battleships of more than 30,- 
000 tons displacement, each with sev- 
eral turrets, any one of •which could 
throw against an enemy at one dis- 
charge a greater weight of metal, of 
Incomparablj greater destructive pow- 
er and ranpe, than was possible fiom 
the full broadside of one of Ne'son t> 
largest ships of the Hue We may gain 
some idea of the tremendous Increase 
In the power of fighting ships when we 
realize that in a short time and with- 
out danger to Itself one modern dread- 
naught could destroy the combined 
fleets that fought at Trafalgar In 1805 


In the wildest stret<"h of the imngi- 


I nation our prophet could not have fore- 
seen the addition to the fle^r of tor- 
pedo boat destrojers of a thousand 
tons displacement, a speed of thirty or 
thirty-five knots and torpedoes of great 
accuracy, lufih speed and an effective 
range of 10OOO yaids 
A "bag; of pow- 


der on the end of a spar" was our con- 
ception of an offensive torpedo in 
those days. Good work could be done 
even with that crude equipment, a% 
Gushing proved when he torpedoed the

Seated lu tho fo'castle, the Breton 


crew of the French liuer Guyaue. 
•which hns just reached New York, told 
of the feat of their two comrades—the 
cannoneers—who modestly declined to 
tell ho\v they sank a German subma- 
rlao on Jan. L'2 in the buy of Biscay.

We let them have one shot, but wo 
overshot. 
While we were reloading 


tho submarine flred again, tlio shot 
passing over onr heads with a wild 
scream. 
" 'When you're rendy,' I told the 


men, 
'take careful aim and 6how him 


we are Frenchmen.' A la mort! Pouf! 
It was a wouclerful shot—right be- 
tween the ehotilder blndes. Our sec- 
ond shot caught Sir. German, to be 
eiaft, just abaft the conri'ns tower. 


"The submarine stopped and flred no 


more. 
Sho turned lu a half circle of 


white water. I know we should have 
no more stool conversation from him. 
Did I stop to pick up the crew? What 
was the use? There was the other car- 
go boat near by, and, besides, I was 
some distance off by that time and 
bended for New York." 


Crew Docribes Sinking. 


Tha captain's simple narrative waa 


supplemented by tbe crow, who told at 
great length of tho splendid aim of the 
gunners. 


"How did we know that tie Gorman 


was hit?" they Interrogated. 
"Why, 


how do you know when anything Is 
hit? There was a resounding thwack, 
a big geyser of water, tho submarine 
stopped and sank. 
That's all there 


was to It.

How Ha Won a Lease of Life For Some 


of Villa'a Victims. 


During oue of his earlier campaigns 


Francisco Villa had 
an American 


movie photographer, Burrud by name, 
attached to his 
taffi, who spent a 


good deal of his time taking pictures 
of the excessively vain "general'1 him- 
self. Sometimes, howerer, Burnid was 
called upon to undertake more stren- 
uous operations. Tho following story, 
for Instance, Is told in Francis A. Col- 
lins' "The Camora Man." 


"Burrud was called . Jtdoora unex- 


pectedly nt sunrise rfae morning and 
directed to report, with hJa camera, at 
once to headquarters. When he arriv- 
ed, coatless and brealxfastless, before 
Villa'a tent ho was told that the gen- 
eral had decided to have some twenty 
prisoners shot nnd wanted a moving 
picture taken of the execution. Thu 
prisoners, most of them political mere- 
ly, were to be butchered to make u 
moving picture scene. 


"Burrud feigned to examine his cam- 


era clvs-ely and then explained to tho 
general that his films were bad and 
tfat it would be Impossible to take tho 
picture until a new supply had . rrived. 
Villa was disgusted to misa the enter- 
tainment, but the camera man Insisted 
that there was no use In making the 
exposure, and the picture and the ex- 
ecution were put off several days. 


"By the time tbe nest supply of films 


arrived tho general had fortunately 
changed his mini and the men were 
saved."

York World. 


The neco-slty for the protection of 


Now York Is considered obvious, us the 
financial find commercial center of the 
country. 
The demand for the ado 


quate defense of thf* Delaware capes 
lies In the. fact that from that point a 
sucfpssJ'ui enemy would have access 
to the c'fiit con.1 arid oil fields of Penn- 
sylvania, with the taking of Philadel- 
phia ns a natural result. 
And from 


the cnpns the way uoulcl be more or 
less open to the nation's capital. 


Fir»t Line of Defense 500 Mile* Out. 
To meet ft naval raid upon tho east- 


ern Beat oast the experts have devised 
a plan, subject to u number of varia- 
tions to cope with ns many conditions, 
which calls for a naval battle line ex- 
tending from Cape Cod to a point well 
below the Delaware capes. 


This line, which would be the first 


with w hlch an enemy would come into 
touch, extends iu nn tire with a radius 
of ."00 miles—in other words, 500 miles 
off the eastern coast. It Is to be com- 
posed of the fastest destroyers the. 
navy can supply, tho<;c capable of a 
speed of at least thirty knots nn hour. 
They nro to bo stationed twenty-five 
miles apart nnd are to be kept con- 
stantly cruising along their particular 
section of the arc. 


Fast Cruisers In Second Una. 


Stretching -from the center of this 


great arc, a line of destroyers would 
be In direct and constant communica- 
tion with the base of thu Atlantic fleet, 
which would bo at Block island or 
Newport, R. I. There, cruising about 
at 
reduced 
speed, 
but 
preserving 


tho utmost mobility, the superdread- 
naii",hts of the navy would be assem- 
bled. Two hundred miles beyond them 
would he the second line of defense, 
the fast crullers, capable of making' 
tirst response to the word brought bnck 
from thn outer line that the enemy's 
Ueet was on the horizon. 


After the outer line had discovered 


the enemy and reported him Its de- 
stroyers would have served their Ini- 
tial purpose and would full back upon 
the second lino and eventually rejoin 
the main fleet of battleships. The bat- 
tlehhipH, accompanlfil by songoinR sub- 
marines—as distinguished from those 
of smaller si?e detailed as coast de- 
fenders—would then jro to the attack. 
With them would go the fast destroy- 
eiN which had done duty on the outer 
line, ready now to race to within at 
least 4,uou yards of the advance guard, 
dlM'haixe their torpedoes and dash 
back under the protection of the creat- 
er vosscK there to form for another 
attack ut the command of the admiral 
of the fleet.
